the following limitations: "wherein the exclamatory syntactical elements are selected 
from the group consisting of: exclamation marks, words being expressed with capitals 
when the words in the transcript are predominantly expressed with lower case letters, 
sentences comprising words being expressed with capitals when the sentences in the 
transcript are predominantly expressed with initial capital letters and lower case letters, 
words being expressed with underlined characters, words being expressed with italic 
characters, words being expressed with bold characters when the words in the 
transcript are predominantly expressed without underlining, italic characters or bold 
characters, and words being expressed with relatively large characters compared with 
other characters in other sentences in the transcript."
